Office of the Police Messenger 


Abolished—O'Donnell Confirms 
His Original Action 


Mayor James K. G'Donnell has pub- 


mtlted his finding In the uase of John 
J. Finder who was given u hearing 
be'.ore -His Honor some time ago on 
I'je question of reinstatement as police 
yhessenger, the mayor hiving abolished 
//the office - of messenger. 
The mayor 


states In his finding that a larse part 
o f - t h e testimony at the hearing was 
not germane to the question of the ne- 
cessity of the position of police messen- 
ger, and that he admitted such testi- 
mony solely out of courtesy. 


An offer was made at the hearing to 


submit evidence as to the fart (hat the 
mayor had publicly stated, that if elect- 
ed, he would remove Mr. Plnder. The 
mayor states that he made such testi- 
mony unnecessary by declaring that 
such was the fad. 
He states that on 


all the evidence lie can find no reason 
for changing his view as to the neces- 
sity of the position and confirms his 
original action "by declaring the posi- 
tion of police messenger no longer in. 
existence. The following is a copy of 
the mayor's finding: 


.. 
. Lowell, Mass., April IS. ISIS. 


In ^considering the matter at issue, 


it miist be borne in mind that Mr. 
Finder has been neither "removed, siis- 
.pended, lowered nor transferred." as 
contemplated by the statutes, in pro- 
viding for hearinfis in such cases, but 
the position held by him has been abol- 
ished, and no person has been appoint- 
ed in his place. 


A large part of the testimony at the 


hearing, which 1 admitted, solely out 
of courtesy, was not germane to the 
question of the necessity of the posi- 
tion ' of police messenger. The facts, 
as testified to. that -Mr. rinder had as- 
sumed, or had been permitted to per- 
form, the duties of others; and that he 
was familiar with the finances and the 
electrical and finger-print features of 
the police department; 
and 
that he 


. even performed other, duties, not con- 


nected with the position of messenger, 
rather than to emphasize the neces- 
sity of that position, would seem, to in- 
dicate clearly that -his duties hi tho 


capacity of police messenger were de- 
cidedly meagre, when he could perform 
so much other work, not properly his 
own. 
The fact, also testified to. that 


he "analyzed appropriations/' was an 
Interesting disclosure, for the handling 
of the financial affairs of a municipal 
department does not-belong to a. mes- 
senger, but to the superintendent, or 
head -of the department, acting under 
the commissioner in charge. 


An.offer was made at.the hearing, 
to submit evidence as to the fact that 
!• had publicly stated, that 1f elected. 
I would remove Mr. Finder, but I made 
such testimony unnecessary by declar- 
ing that such was the fact, arid I had 
in mind the abolition of the position 
when I made such statements. Im- 
pressed by the great increase In the 
current expenses of the city during the 
past two years, and with the experi- 
ence of my first term 
in • office 
as 
a guide, I made known to the public 
In my campaign 
addresses, that if 


elected, r would attempt to keep down 
the expenses of the several sub-de- 
partments of the department of public 
safety, to a minimum. In--pursuance 
of that policy. I have abolished the po- 
sition of police messenger, knowing 
the same to be' an 
unnecessary 
ex- 


pense, and I have endeavored to. carry- 
out that policy in other directions, as 
well. 


On all the evidence. I can find no 


reason for changing my view as to the 
necessity of the position, and I hereby 
confirm my original action in declar- 
ing the position of police messenger 
of the city of Lowell, no longer in 
existence-. 


In submitting this finding. I would 
call 'attention to the fact that since 
the retirement of Mr. Pindor. all of the 
duties, formerly undertaken by him. 
have been completely and satisfactor- 
ily performed by those already in the 
service ana the efficiency of the depart- 
ment has been in no way impaired by 
the abolition of the position.

.mony .unnecessary, by declaring thai 
uuch was the fact.

all the evidence ho can find no reasoit

form the duties of others; and that ho 
was familiar with the finances and the 


' electrical and finger-print features of

County commissioners are permitted, 
owevcr, with the approval of the stale 
epartment of health, to enter into a 
ontract with the commissioners of any 
djointng county, or of the authorities 
if any city in their own county, or 
vith -the trustees of any privately en 
owed tuberculosis 
institution, under 


vhich contract suitable care shall be 
given to county patients, and such con- 
racts shall he deemed to be satisfac. 
ory compliance with the terms of thft 
act. 


"Adequate" hospital provision is de- 


fined to mean at least two hospita" 
>eds for each three deaths from con- 
sumption in the territory to be served 
by each hospital, determined by com- 
puting: the average number of deaths 
rom consumption per annum for the 
year 1011 to 1?15 inclusive.
